Onroaco, II., Aug. 2%5.—The train robbers 
Who kiiled Road Detective Owens of the Chi- 
Gago, Milwagkee & St. Paul Railway during 
@ hold-up at Deerfield, just outside of Chi- 
Gago, escaped, and while pursued dy police 
Of this city shot three of the officers, badly 

» if not fatally wounding them. 

The desperadoes were finally captured in 
the woods in Elk Grove Township about 
Moon to-day by five Chicago policemen. The 
Won were surrounded but fought with the 
-@esperation of tigers, fring as often at their 
Fevolvers could be loaded. After fully 100 
shots had been fred the men both fell, seri- 
Ously Dut it is thought not fatally injared. 
They gave their names as Will Lake and W. 
F. Gordon and were brought to Chicago and 
Dock ed up tn a West Side police station. 

The hold-up took place about 10 o'clock 
fast night, two masked men participat- 
ing. In additionto killing Detective Owens 
the robbers secured the watch of Conductor 

‘ Larzentwi. That was all the plunder taken. 

The train had stopped to allow the engineer 
to take water from the tank, and within 
thirty seconds after twomasked men climbed 
into the caboose and ordered the conductor 
and one crakeman, who were in the car, to 
throw up their bands.

THREE OFFICERS SHOT. 

The two robbers after leaving Deerfield on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul,cut across 
country to Mayfair. The depot at 
Mayfair is on Holcomb avenue. 
Sitting at the depot was a Chicago 
and Northwestern Kallroad policemen, who 
had been apprised of the deed of violence at 
Deerfield, He was on the lookout for any 
Suspicious character. The watchers saw the 
won approaching and started up to inter- 
ceptthem. Just here the robbers brought 
@heir guns into play and began firing at the 
officer. He dropped to the ground shot in the 
Arm and side. His name is Patrick McGrath,

THE SHOOTING OF M‘*GRATH. 

Fred Marshall, night operator at Mayfair, 
told his version of the bandits’ reign 
of terror at Mayfair and the shoot- 
ing of Special Officer McGrath to- 
day. Ve had received instructions, said 
Marshall, from the chief train dispatcher to 
look out for the men who mardered Pat 
Owen, the C., M. &6t. P. officer, at Deer- 
geld, a few miles north. It was about 5:20 
o'clock this morning when Conductor sim 
mons jumped from the O., M. & St. P. freight 
as u came toa stop at Mayfair crossing. 
Simmons told me that de thought he had 
the men who Killed Owen ina car near the 
end of the train. I told McGrath, who had 
his uniform on, to stay out of sight as much 
as possibie. 

M hen I reached the coal car in where the 
men were hiding I thought I recognized them 
trum descriptions as the ones wanted for the 
Owen murder. I called out to McGrath: ‘All 
right, come on.’ 

**MeGrath came and started to climb upon 
the car, drawing his gun as he did so. 

In a fash ene ofthe bandits, the largest 
and most burly fellow, drewa gun so large 
that he had to use both hands to operate 
it. Hefired point blank at McGrath, who 
fell badly wounded at the frst fire. I thought 
it dest to run away as I had no gun. 
The murderous fellow took aim again at the 
officer as McGrath was gaining his feet, and 
another bullet crashed into his body. 4 
third bullet was fired into McGrath, and 
then the companion tothe murderous thug 
drew two big revolvers, which be Sourished, 
and yelling like demons the pair jumped off 
the opposite side of the train and ran to- 
ward Milwaukee avenue, where they met the 
farmer’s wagon they took to make their es- 
cape.’’ 


THE ROBBERS CAPTURED. 
Gesperadoes were captured by 
Mullaney, Finnegan, Molse- 
ley, Lawson and Hayes. The 
crowa which hag gathered wanted 


to lynch the men, but the police held the mob 
back with drawn revolvers. The robbers 
were brought to the city and placed in jail.

Jobn Burger Placed a Pistol and-Shot 
Himself. 


HE WAS 60 YEARS OLD, sI¢K AND

The Deed Committed m His Room and 
Hie Death Was Instantaneous—His

At 10 o’clock this morning John Burger, a 
leather dealer, e years of age, committed 
suicide at his residence, No. 3524 Indiana 
avenue, dy shooting himself through the 
roof of the mouth with a 82-caliber revolver, 

Mr. Burger, who appears inthe city direc- 
tory as interested in the wine business, but 
whoisa commission merchant dealing in 
leather findings has forthe past few years 
been in very poor health, the result ofa 
rupture sustained some time ago. He has 
considerable property and owns the house in 
which he lives. He has six children, all 
grown, and a stepdaughter, having deen 
married twice. 1 

This morning while the ironing was being 
Gone below stairs the report of the shot 
came, which was at first attributed to an 
iron falling by those of the family not in 
the room. The step-daughter, aged 19, 
was the rst to discover her father sitting 
bolt upright in a rocking chair, stone dead. 

My God!“ she said, te old man bas 
killed dimself. 

This aroused the rest of the family and an 
officer was sent for. Officer Fehlin arrived 
and notified the Coroner. Deputy Coroner 
Albers responded and a verdict was fren- 
Gered in accordance with the above facts. 

THE STEPDAUGHTBER’S STATEMENT. 

The stepdaughter said to a representative 
of the Post-DIsPaTCH: 

**Nothing could have surprised us more 
than the idea of father taking his own life. 


Although we all Knew that he was 
moody and He kept 
his room the time and 
rarely associated with the rest of the family, 
and I have repeatedly cautioned mother to 
keep away from him as much as possible, as 
1 rather feared he would Go her injury rather 
than attempt violence to himself. 

Mother was out in the garden gathering 
vegetables for dinner at the time the shot 
was fred and Knew nothing about it unt I 
told her of it. 

**Father has often expressed the wish to 
have his family leave his body at the 
entire disposal lodge in the 
event of his He wanted 
us to have ncthing do with it 
whatever. I don't know what lodge he de- 
longed to, as he never told the n 
thing about his private affairs. He was 
unusually good spirits last night, though he 
said he was feeling rse than usual. The 
taking of his own life wasa thing of which

PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 25.—The Port Town. | 
send steamer Chilcott from Juneau, Alaska, 
reports the steamship Queen ashore on the 
rocks at Point Gordon, the east end of the 
Cormorant Islands. She went ashore at 
li o’clock Tuesday night at half tide in a 
thick fog. On the shore, which is covered 
with large rugged boulders, the steamer is 
in a sheltered position and is in no 
danger of heavy seas. Capt. Carroll said 
that the Queen was not making water, bat the 
crew and passengers of the Chilcot said that 
the pumps were actively discharged consid- 
erable water and the vessel’s keel was cer- 
tainly stove in. The Queen had been on the 
rocks twenty-two hours when the Odileot 
came along. and her bow was then ten feet 
out of water. It being half tide the Captain 
said the vessel was resting easy and iff no 
danger, and that she might get offat high 
tide, and if not successful then the 
steamer City of Topeka, which was due down 
fromthe North one day later, would afford 
allthe assistance necessary. 

The Queen’s excursionists accepted 
he situation good naturedly and 
were making the best of the predica- 
ment.

HE WALKED OUT OF A WIEDOW

Dropped to the Pavement and Broke

bass notes more powerful. Thus,as one ofthe 
French papers remarks, we havea simple 
and effective method of converting a medi- 
ocre baritone into that rare dird, a high 
tenor. All he has to do is to inhale curacao, 
This discovery of Dr. Sandras will be halled 
with delight by all opera-goers, music critics 
and managers. The ,patrons of the opera 
will look forward to e happy day when 
good singers will be as pientifal as extra edi 
tions of evening papers, for then salaries 
will be low and the price of orchestra stalis 
will come down with a rush.

The news of the operations of the Sugar 
and Whisky Trusts gives the public « 
clear idea of the service Gorman, Brice and 
Smith performed for these monster com- 
bines. 

The Sugar Trust is exhausting all the 
resources of its vast capital to import 
sugar freé under the MoKinley law in or- 
der that it may reap enormous profits un- 
der the tax imposed by the Gorman bill. 
It is estimated that the profits on the 
sugar already imported will amount to not 
lees than $25,000,000. All of this sum will 
be paid under tax into the coffers of the 
Sugar Trust without acent of revenue to 
the Government. 

The Whisky Trust having used up all 
of its available funds has borrowed §4,000, - 
000 for the purpose of taking more whisky 
out of bond before the increased tax on 
whisky can be levied. The trust will then 
collect $1.10 per gallon of whisky tax from 
consumers while paying the Government 
only 90 cents on a vast quantity of 
whisky. 

By these speculations, the opportunity for 
which was created by the Gorman clique, 
the trusts despoil the people of millions 
through mononopoly taxes and at the same 
time beat the Treasury out of taxes levied 
for ite support.

BUROPEAN PHYSICIANS USING 
‘ SSPE WITH GOOD RESULTS. 


Local Bactericlogiess Tell of Its Nature 
and What It Has So Far Accomplished 
Another ofthe Awful Ailments to Be 
Defeated. 


The very latest valuable discovery due to 
bacteriological research and experiment is a 
diphtheria lymph. It comes from Berlin, 
and has just begun toattract the attention of 
those American pathologists and bacteriolo- 
gists who read German medical journals er 
who have recently been abroad. 

The lymph did not originate with Dr. Koch 


and the name of its discoverer is unknown 
here; but it is being used with success by the 
medical fratermity of Berlin, and in a month 
will doubtless be the ‘scientifiC rage 
in America. Dr. Heaith 
Oom missioner of City, 
has given to the general 7 the first 
advices of this discovery and he is enthusias- 
tic in his comments upon its efficiency. All 
that seems to be known of itin St. Louis. 
with the exception of very late information 
obtained abroad by one microscopist, is that 
it has been dercrived, discussed and recom: 
mended in the German medical press. 

Dr. M. A. Goldstein of Jefferson avenue 
and Locust street is the microscopist re- 
ferred to. He has been ld Europe ail sum- 
mer, and returned home less than a month 
ago. He was applted to for details of the 
— g which so delighted Dr. Eason, and 
admitte that the diphtheria lymph is 
the object of great interest to Ameri- 
can practitioners, and that valuable 
results may be hoped for in its use. Dr. 
Goldstein read of the lymph in the German 
medical papers and wus interested, of 
course. He jnqutred among the physicians 
in Berlin and found that they were 
using it in actual practice with 
gratifying success. The doctor obtained 
some, and is now watching its development 
in bis laboratory, and expects to begin 
practical experimentation with other St. 
Louls specialists as soon asa supply can be 
first hand. As far 
the doctor knew, none of the iymph 
has yet been imported to this eit 
for practical use, nor had he seen it noticed 
in the American medidal press. 

ne iymph seems to be a chemical 
product of the diphtheria bacillus, and its 
character is similar to that of tabercular 
lymph,’’ said Dr. Goldstein. It is an 
alkaloid product of the diphtheria 
bacillus,reduced to very minute proportions. 
It as placea in sterilized blood-serum, and 
that, in very small quantities, ts injected 
into the affected parts. From the reports to 
date I learn that good results have been ob- 
tained with a very few injections, and 
lam ledto believe that it promises more 
than the tuberculin lymph. The discovery 
is Of 60 recent Gate that the ase of the lymph 
has not gotten out of the immediate circie of 
medical men in Berlin, whose direction was 
first Girected to it by the discoverer.’*’ 

He was not enthusiastic, but very hope ful, 
in contemplation of the possibilities growing 
out of this discovery. 

Dr. Wm. Beggs, Pathologist of the St.Louis 
Medical College, had read of the discovery in 
the German medical papers and said it was 
being favorably receivedin Berlin. He was 
not aware that any notice of the discovery 
had yet been taken dy the American medical 
press. 

Dr. R. M. Senseney of 2829 Washington ave- 
nue said that such an enemy to diphtheria 
as this new lympbis claimed to be will be 
hatled with 28 joy dy medical mes every 
where. Diphtheria, he said,is one of the 
most dangerous diseases with which physi. 
clans have to cope,and the ratio of mortality 
is very high. W hile the disease first mani- 
fested itself locally its germ was very quickly 
communicated to the biood, poisoning it, and 
in most cases defying all Known remedial 
agents. He hoped the practical effects of 
the discovery would justify the high hopes of 
the discoverers. | 

The principle involved in the propagation 
and use of the diphtheria lymph was de- 
scribed as anaiogous to that of 
vaccine virus. The disease was 
communicated in a mild form and 
confined to one locality, instead of being 
allowed to attain Its natural virulence 
and to spread throughout the system. 
It was predicted that witnin a few weeks the 
local bacteriologists will have mastered the 
principles involved in its use, and that ina 
very brief time thereafter the pubilc will re- 
ceive definite information as to the practical 
value of the discovery.

New YORK, Aug. 25.—The meeting of the 
Southern Rallway and Steamship Association 
was broughttoa close last nigbt. The old 
officers were re-elected. The chief points of 


difference over the tariff through the Ohio

On Their Honor. 


The increase of traffic since the introduc- 
tion of electricity on the street car lines of 
Chemnitz, Saxony, nas been 60 per cent, not- 
withstanding the strenuous opposition to the 
change and the reer of exceedingly hard 
times.
